Therefore ,  the  more 
often  we  can  give  them  the  opportunity  of  doing 
this ,  both  now  and  in  the  future,  the  higher  will 
be  our  national  prestige. 

For  these  reasons  l  appeal  to  you  all  to  come 
along  on  Thursday  28th  and  support  this  Olympic 
Games  drive.  Or  if  you  are  unable  to  come,  send 
a  donation  and  so  assist  this  paramount  sporting 
cause .

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Family  affair  brings  dividends

Unswerving  loyalty  to  a  thoroughbred  family  has  paid  high  dividends  for  Mr.  W.  Longworth,  Chairman  of  the 
Sydney  Turf  Club,  and  his  wife. 

A  record  of  39  wins  by  only  three  of  their  purchases  worth  £87,870  must  have  aroused  the  envy  of  many 
rival  owners.  The  three  are  Wenona  Girl  £70,825,  Grammar  Lad  £8,610  and  Farn worth  £8,435. 


The  trio  cost  a  total  of  £16,380.  Mr. 
Longworth  paid  2100  gns.  for  Wenona 
Girl  at  the  1959  yearling  sales,  and  after 
she  had  proved  herself  a  champion  two- 
year-old  he  bid  6500  gns.  at  the  1961 
sales  for  Grammar  Lad  whom  he  pre¬ 
sented  to  his  wife  as  a  birthday  present. 

Both  were  by  Wilkes  (imp.)  from 
Golden  Chariot.  At  the  1962  sales  Mr. 
Longworth  paid  5500  gns.  for  a  colt  by 
Hidalgo,  from  Golden  Chariot,  but  he 
needs  time  to  develop.  He  has  not  yet 
raced  but  his  owner  believes  he  will  turn 
out  well  later. 

There  have  been  no  more  stock  offered 
from  Golden  Chariot  but  at  the  1963 
yearling  sales  a  three-quarter  brother  to 
Wenona  Girl  by  Wilkes  from  Carrus  a 
daughter  of  Golden  Chariot  was  offered 
and  paying  the  highest  price  of  that 
year's  sale  Mr.  Longworth  got  him  for 
7000  gns.  He  was  named  Farnworth. 

Wenona  Girl  won  27  races  and  £70,875 
in  stakes;  Grammar  Lad  with  nine  wins 
and  many  places  £8,610;  and  Farnworth 
with  three  wins  including  the  £10,000 
“Daily  and  Sunday  Telegraph”  Cham¬ 
pagne  at  Randwick  Easter  carnival 
£8,435. 

Wenona  Girl  won  her  first  race  start 
in  the  1959  Gimcrack  Stakes  at  Rand¬ 
wick  and  scored  at  her  last  race  start  in 
March  last  in  the  All  Aged  Stakes  at 
Randwick.  Thus  she  began  and  retired 
with  flying  colours  to  prepare  for  her 
stud  career. 

Her  trainer,  Maurice  McCarten,  said 
she  was  as  sound  as  a  bell  and  he  was 
confident  could  have  had  another 
successful  year  on  the  turf.  But  Mr. 
Longworth  was  keen  to  begin  her  stud 
career  and  further  racing  was  decided 
against. 

The  trainer  believes  that  she  will  prove 
the  perfect  mother.  “She  has  all  the 
maternal  instincts  and  is  a  dominant  who 
will  always  get  the  best  grass  for  her 
offspring,”  he  said.  “Mated  with  Tod- 
man  she  should  produce  a  racehorse  of 
high  standing.” 

Mr.  Longworth  followed  in  the  foot¬ 
steps  of  his  late  father  as  a  keen  sup¬ 
porter  of  racing.  Mr.  Longworth  Sen. 
racqd  under  the  nom  de  course  of  Mr. 
“W.  T.  Nolan”  and  won  the  1918 
Epsom  with  Satin  Bird.  The  current  Mr. 
Longworth  has  been  an  executive  pillar 
of  racing  acting  as  Vice-President  for 
many  years  and  later  as  Chairman  of 


Sydney’s  second  racing  institution,  the 
enterprising  and  successful,  Sydney  Turf 
Club.  He  was  an  Olympic  swimmer  and 
supporter  of  many  amateur  sports.  His 
chief  concern  at  racing  is  to  let  his 
friends  know  when  his  horses  are  ready 
to  win,  and  as  he  has  had  plenty  of 
success  lately  his  followers  naturally 
proclaim  him  one  of  the  best  in  horse- 
racing.  Which  of  course  there  is  no 
gainsaying. 

Because  his  father  early  put  down  his 
name  for  nomination,  Mr.  Longworth 
dates  back  a  long  way  (50  years)  as  a 
member  of  Tattersall’s  Club.  He  was 
accepted  as  a  member  in  August  1914. 

Maurice  McCarten  who  as  a  trainer 
has  been  associated  with  all  the  success 
of  the  progeny  of  Golden  Chariot  has 
proved  himself  a  versatile  man  of  the 


Turf.  He  was  highly  successful  as  a 
New  Zealand  and  Australian  jockey  and 
has  participated  as  trainer  in  a  long 
string  of  important  events  including  the 
1951  Melbourne  Cup  with  Delta. 

His  versatile  success  as  jockey  and 
trainer  is  best  exemplified  by  five  riding 
wins  and  five  training  wins  in  Tattersall’s 
Chelmsford  Stakes,  one  of  Randwick’s 
most  important  weight-for-age  events  of 
the  racing  calendar. 

Mr.  McCarten  has  been  a  popular  but 
quietly  spoken  member  of  TattersalLs 
since  June  1942.  A  man  with  a  gift  of 
oratory,  he  made  an  impression  with  his 
speech  when  the  Club  organised  a  Turf 
send-off  to  the  Australian  Jockey  Club 
Chairman  the  late  Sir  Colin  Stephen  on 
the  eve  of  a  world  tour  in  racing 
interests.

History  of  Tattersalls’s  Club 

Chapter  II 


In  our  initial  chapter  in  the  History  of  TattersalPs  Club  we  traced  the  origin  of  our  name  and  its  connection 
with  the  famous  TattersalPs  “Horse  Bazaar”  in  London.  We  then  dealt  with  the  events  which  led  up  to  its 
establishment  in  Sydney  in  the  year  1858  and  the  advertisement  which  appeared  in  the  Sydney  Morning  Herald 
in  May  of  that  year.  We  saw  how  this  was  inserted  by  William  John  O’Brien  who  immediately  prior  to  its 
publication  had  changed  the  name  of  his  hotel  in  Pitt  Street  from  The  Mayor’s  Inn  to  TattersalPs  Hotel.  Now 
read  on  .  •  • 


Mr.  O’Brien  had  really  done  justice  to  the  occasion 
of  the  inaugural  meeting  of  TattersalPs  Rooms  on  the 
night  of  the  14th  May  1858. 

The  room  he  had  set  aside  for  the  purpose  measured 
an  imposing  fifty  by  twenty  feet  and  down  its  centre  he 
had  set  up  one  long  table.  Covered  with  a  snowy  white 
starched  linen  tablecloth  it  made  an  impressive  sight  as 
its  sterling  silver  place  settings  gleamed  in  the  light  of  a 
hundred  candles  which  the  cut  glass  goblets  and  de¬ 
canters  reflected  back  from  a  thousand  facets.  Its  rich 
deep  red  carpet  lent  the  right  touch  of  opulence  while 
the  heavy  drapes  at  the  windows  set  the  room  off  as  a 
private  and  cosy  world  apart  from  the  rest  of  Sydney. 

Appropriately  at  the  entrance  to  the  room  stood  Mr. 
O’Brien  ready  to  greet  his  guests  with  obvious  pride  in 
his  role  of  host  for  the  night. 

News  of  this  meeting  had  caused  quite  a  stir  around 
fashionable  Sydney  for  it  represented  a  milestone  in  the 
development  of  the  Colony.  That  a  centre  along  the 
lines  of  the  famous  Tattersall’s  in  London  was  about  to 
be  established  here  was  truly  a  sign  that  we  were  be¬ 
coming  sophisticated.  A  good  attendance  of  prominent 
citizens  was  therefore  expected  and  Mr.  O’Brien  had 
catered  for  eighty,  which  in  different  circumstances  might 
well  have  been  inadequate. 

However  our  Club  was  destined  to  be  born  in  travail 
as  far  as  the  weather  was  concerned  for  the  morning 
of  May  14th  dawned  grey  and  cloudy.  As  the  day  wore 
on  rain  began  to  fall  in  torrents  and  by  eight  o’clock 
that  evening,  the  advertised  starting  time  for  the  meet¬ 
ing,  it  had  developed  into  a  veritable  cloudburst. 

No  doubt  a  cloud  of  disappointment  darkened  Mr. 
O’Brien’s  otherwise  rosy  horizon  when  only  forty  guests 
turned  up  but  the  lack  of  numbers  at  the  meeting  was 
more  than  compensated  for  by  the  enthusiasm  of  those 
present  and  proceedings  went  off  with  a  swing. 

Perhaps  this  important  evening  in  the  history  of  our 
Club  is  best  described  by  quoting  from  a  report  which 
appeared  in  Bells  Life  in  Sydney ,  the  leading  journal 
devoted  to  sport  and  the  arts  at  the  time.  Of  the  meet¬ 
ing,  Bells  Life  says: 

“Notwithstanding  the  unusual  inclemency  of  the 
weather,  upwards  of  forty  gentlemen,  subscribers  to  Mr. 
O’Brien’s  new  Subscription  Rooms,  assembled  to  cele¬ 
brate  the  formal  inauguration  of  this  most  desirable 
institution,  and  sat  down  to  a  banquet  provided  by  the 
worthy  host,  in  every  respect  exceptional. 


“Mr.  Robert  Fisher  presided,  supported  by  Mr.  C. 
Roberts  and  Mr.  Lemon.  Covers  were  laid  for  double 
the  number  of  guests,  but  the  absence  of  the  minority 
was  fully  excused  by  the  relentless  elements  which  fell 
in  torrents. 

“A  recognized  establishment  of  this  kind  is  one  of 
the  most  effectual  aids  towards  preserving  that  integrity 
and  good  faith  between  man  and  man  departures  from 
which  occasionally,  though  we  rejoice  to  add,  in  this 
Colony,  rarely  occur. 

“The  support  which  these  Subscription  Rooms  have 
received  from  patrons  of  the  Turf  in  all  quarters,  includ¬ 
ing  the  great  TattersalPs  of  the  British  capital,  is  a  matter 
of  history. 

“The  sister  Colony  has,  for  some  time  past,  boasted 
a  Tattersall’s,  but  our  recollection  of  that  most  ill- 
regulated  place  is  such  that  we  may  assuredly  and  truly 
congratulate  ourselves  in  possessing  a  Room,  which  will 
bear  favourable  comparison,  both  in  respect  to  situa¬ 
tion  and  convenience,  with  any  other  south  of  the  line. 

“We  entertain  every  confidence  that  the  Committee 
of  Management  will  compile  so  stringent  a  code  of 
laws  regulating  the  admission  of  members,  that  no 
objectionable  personages  will  succeed  in  obtaining  ad¬ 
mission,  and  we  have  equal  confidence  in  the  Pro¬ 
prietor’s  determination  to  second  the  labours  of  the 
Committee  by  continuing  to  uphold  the  respectability 
which  was  ever  attached,  under  present  management 
to  the  Mayor’s  Inn,  now  known  as  ‘TattersalPs’.” 

Our  foundation  members  enjoyed  a  most  pleasant 
evening  but  also  a  busy  and  productive  one  for  after 
the  “banquet”  the  tables  were  cleared  and  those  present 
got  down  to  the  purpose  of  the  evening. 

Their  first  task  was  to  appoint  a  Committee  and  this 
they  did  forthwith. 

Mr.  Robert  Fisher  was  voted  into  the  chair  and  there 
is  no  doubt  that  those  present  could  not  have  made  a 
better  choice.  A  well  known  man  about  Sydney  he  had 
the  confidence  of  the  community  at  large  and  our  foun¬ 
dation  members  in  particular. 

The  Committee  elected  to  assist  Mr.  Fisher  and  draw 
up  the  rules  and  regulations  governing  TattersalPs 
Rooms  were  Messrs.  A.  Schroder,  A.  Thompson,  R. 
Hare,  and  R.  Driver,  Jnr. 

After  this  the  business  of  the  evening  being  com¬ 
pleted  the  meeting  was  adjourned  and  the  Committee 
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given  three  days  in  which  to  draft  the  rules  and  regula¬ 
tions.  The  next  meeting  was  scheduled  for  May  17th. 

In  due  course  these  were  framed  and  adopted  and  the 
seventeen  points  set  out  in  the  extreme  right  hand 
column  on  this  page  were  laid  down  as  the  principles 
under  which  our  Club  began  its  operations. 

In  the  framing  of  these  rules  and  regulations  Richard 
Driver  was  the  prime  mover  so  we  today  owe  him  our 
thanks  for  laying  down  the  basic  principles  under  which 
we  operate.  Though  the  Rules  and  Regulations  of 
Tattersall’s  were  of  course  destined  to  be  changed  sev¬ 
eral  times  in  the  course  of  the  century  they  are  still 
the  same  in  basic  concept  as  they  were  then  and  reflect 
the  highest  aspirations  in  dealings  between  “man  and 
man.” 

It  was  perhaps  natural  that  Richard  Driver  took  the 
lead  in  framing  these  Rules  of  Tattersall’s  for  he  had 
an  ardent  interest  in  the  Club  and  was  to  play  an 
important  part  in  our  affairs  during  his  lifetime. 

And  so  on  May  17th  1858  Tattersall’s  came  fully  into 
being  as  an  entity.  From  that  day  on  it  became  a  popu¬ 
lar  and  fashionable  meeting  place,  always  gaily  crowded 
on  nights  prior  to  important  race  meetings  when  squat¬ 
ters  from  the  country  would  mix  with  Sydney’s  principal 
business  men  in  laying  wagers  on  their  particular  fancies. 

On  these  nights,  too,  members  of  the  Union  Club 
would  attend  to  make  up  a  crowd  who  were  not  afraid 
to  back  their  opinions  with  wagers  which  were  sizable 
indeed  for  those  days. 

Despite  its  early  success  TattersalPs  was  by  no  means 
affluent  during  its  first  few  years  of  operation  and  it 
leaned  heavily  on  the  generosity  of  O’Brien.  However, 
he  was  a  good  and  faithful  friend  to  the  Club  and  his 
assistance  was  always  forthcoming.  For  instance  he 
charged  nothing  in  the  way  of  rent  for  Tattersall’s  Room, 
and  "though  it  could  of  course  be  argued  that  he  made 
profits  from  those  who  were  brought  to  the  hotel  by  it, 
those  who  remembered  him  were  always  ready  to  insist 
that  his  help  was  prompted  by  motives  other  than 
profit. 

Be  that  as  it  may  we  members  of  Tattersall’s  owe  a 
decided  debt  of  gratitude  to  William  John  O’Brien  who 
has  many  times  been  aptly  described  as  Tattersall’s 
Clubs’  kindly  “Godfather”. 


Initial  Rules  and  Regulations 

1.  That  this  Club  be  called  Tattersall's  Subscription  Betting 
Rooms. 

2.  That  it  be  placed  under  the  management  of  a  Committee 
of  twelve  to  be  chosen  by  the  subscribers  from  amonst  them¬ 
selves. 

3.  That  a  Secretary  be  appointed  to  be  ex-officio  a  member  of 
the  Committee. 

4.  That  a  third  of  the  Committee  go  out  of  office  by  lot  an¬ 
nually,  after  the  first  two  years  by  rotation. 

5.  That  the  Committee  appoint  a  Chairman  annually,  at  the 
Annual  Meeting  to  be  held  on  the  last  Monday  in  April  each 
year. 

6.  That  so  far  as  practicable  the  Rules  of  Betting  to  be  ad¬ 
hered  to  by  the  subscribers  to  Tattersall’s  be  founded  upon  and 
similar  to  the  new  rules  of  betting  recently  passed  in  England. 

I.  That  when  a  member  of  Tattersall’s  shall,  after  applica¬ 
tion  or  neglect  to  pay  any  bet  they  may  have  made  within  one 
week  after  the  result  of  the  same  they  shall  be  considered  de¬ 
faulters  and  expelled  the  Room,  and  unable  to  receive  any 
bets  they  may  have  won  unless  they  shall  give  the  Committee 
a  satisfactory  reason  for  such  default. 

8.  That  no  defaulter  shall  be  readmitted  but  by  fresh  elec¬ 
tion  after  having  discharged  all  his  liabilities  in  full. 

9.  That  the  Australian  Jockey  Club  be  requested  to  co¬ 
operate  with  the  Committee  of  Tattersall’s  in  the  punishment 
of  defaulters,  “ Thus  the  defaulters  of  Tattersall's  shall  be  un¬ 
able  to  run  horses  at  any  meeting  where  the  Rules  of  the  Aus¬ 
tralian  Jockey  Club  are  recognized  and  that  anyone  in  default 
for  stakes  or  forfeits  shall  be  considered  and  deemed  to  be  a 
defaulter  at  Tattersall’s  and  liable  to  be  dealt  with  as  such.” 

10.  That  the  Subscription  to  Tattersall’s  be  one  guinea  per 
annum  payable  in  advance. 

II.  That  any  person  desirous  of  being  admitted  a  member  of 
Tattersall’s  be  proposed  and  seconded  by  two  members  and  his 
name  be  posted  in  the  Room  for  seven  days,  and  no  objection 
being  made  by  any  member  he  shall  be  considered  as  elected. 

12.  That  any  member  using  abusive  language  to  another  in 
the  Room  or  in  any  way  creating  a  disturbance  be  reprimanded 
by  the  Committee  and  called  upon  by  them  to  apologise,  or 
having  been  reprimanded  and  refusing  or  declining  to  apologise 
be  expelled  the  Room. 

13.  That  in  case  of  a  member  of  the  Committee  so  misconduct¬ 
ing  himself  the  remainder  of  the  Body  or  the  majority  of  them 
shall  have  the  power  of  at  once  erasing  such  member’s  name 
from  the  Committee  and  from  the  Room  and  of  appointing 
someone  in  his  place. 

14.  That  the  Chairman  of  the  Committee  does  not  vote  un¬ 
less  in  the  case  of  an  equality  of  votes  when  he  shall  give  the 
casting  vote. 

15.  That  the  Committee  take  cognizance  and  arbitrate  on 
all  bets  between  members  of  the  Room. 

16.  That  the  rooms  at  Tattersall’s  be  open  at  such  times  as 
the  Committee  may  appoint. 

17.  That  the  following  be  the  Rules  of  Betting  adopted  at 
Tattersall’s.
